Art Bell, on his talk show Friday nite, said that an article in the 
New York Times reported that the BBC would be leaving 

shortwave broadcasting, and would move its programs totally 

to the Internet. I looked thru Thursday's and Friday's NY Times 

but did not find the article there. 


The BBC has been a kind of flagship for shortwave radio for 
many decades, maybe in the way that the NY Times is among 


newspapers in the USA. You always knew you could turn on 

a shortwave radio of just about any level of simplicity or 
complexity or vintage, and hear a good news program on the 
hour, and very likely interesting programming the rest of the 
hour. 


The BBC has already for some time been distributing its 
programming over some FM stations, for example in the 

US, some Public Radio stations carry BBC late at nite. ( Here 
in western Oregon, i could honestly claim that i could pick 
up the BBC every nite on a crystal radio -- over public 
radio KOAC 550 kHz. ) 


The handwriting is kind of on the wall, as the saying goes. 
Many of the regional third-world SW stations have been 

moved to the FM band over the last 2 decades, where 

there were once scads of exotic shortwavers, for 

example from Central America, or New Guinea, there is 

only a sprinkling. Probably the continued political competition 
in the world around the areas of China and the Middle East 
guarantee broadcasts to and from those areas for some 
indefinite time, but if peace breaks out, all bets are off. 


There are interesting implications to think about. 

Will decline in production of ‘world band radios' now 
accelerate? Will other broadcasters (DW, Radio Nederlands, 

RCI, and so on, follow the cue? (of course....) Will expanding 
the ham bands become easier? What happens to second-hand 

prices of shortwave radios, as more people come to see them 

more as large mementos and less as usable instruments? 


I first heard the BBC when i was about 11 years old, crossing the 
Atlantic on an older passenger liner. The radioman piped a BBC 
broadcast into the lounge. It was probably 15 or 17 Mc/s and 
fluttered quite a bit, that plus the to-me unfamiliar pronunciation 
made the program for me, more of a puzzle than something i 

could recongnize. Now a grown up, i am thinking i could have 

gone up to him and pointed out he should try 12 Mc/s, or even 

9.5, and maybe select VOA or something else - there should 

have been something solid to pick up with an antenna that ideal. 


As Art said, "You could go into the middle of the jungle....the BBC 
would be there, like a rock". 
Goodbye, old friend. I and the receiver menagerie will miss you. 


I think this is another milepost to sign that you are leaving the 
Golden Years of Shortwave, circa approximately 1929 to the 
end of the Cold War.

1. One pressing need at the moment relates to the required AF drive 

levels and 1st audio stage. I've been through the limiter, and it is working 
fine. I've subbed strings of 4 back-to-back 1N914's for the original 

battery solution, and adjusted the flasher per the book. Also tried 

lowering the clipping threshold slightly by using only 3 diodes per leg, but 
no significant difference. 


Now it may well be that the problem lies elsewhere, but he V1 plate 

voltage is way off the manual's indicated 167vdc. I only have about 90 
volts on the plate of the 6U8 -- and have checked and reverified the 

circuit configuration and resistor values several times. The voltage at the 
junction of the plate and screen dropping resistors is 227vdc, and the 
screen voltage is about right. 


I guess the nut of it is that I'm not sure if there is a problem here, or if 
the manual data is incorrect. I wouldn't expect to have to run the AF gain 


nearly all the way up to get 90-100 peak watts out with the flasher just 

barely flickering. Nick indicated that the typical D-104 actually had a little 
too much output for this rig, but neither it nor an EV 638 have enough 

oomph for the seemingly weak mic preamp stage. 


Someone (can't tell if it's factory or not) also added 3x@.1uF caps in 
parallel with the cathode resistor of this stage. Can anyone shed a 
glimmer of light on any of this? 


2. A second issue is that input (and output) power output falls off after 
the rig has been run for a while. I can set the CW input power at 175 
watts when I turn the rig on cold, but after a while it drops to around 100- 
120 watts and won't crank up any higher. All tubes up to the finals 
(including V1) check good, but my Hickok 800 doesn't have 6550's on 

the chart. Does this sound like a puny output tube or tubes, or perhaps 
something else to explore like a leaky cap somewhere?

Also I think the scanning caused about 
a 5% reduction which made it worse.
